This week the 
dissention broke out again, however, 
and the Merchants bank, to which 
the partnership is a creditor to a 
limited extent, filed a petition asking 
that a receiver be appointed. Judge 
James W. Perkins wa"s disqualified 
ind the petition was presented to 
udge E. B. McDonnell at West Palm 
Jeach, who signed an order appoint- 
ng Michael Sholtz of Daytona as re- 
eiver 
The order empowers Mr. 


holtz only to take charge of the 
moneys and property of the partner- 
ship, but it is Mr. Sholz's hope as 
well as the hope of the officers of the 
Merchants Bank that later an amend- 
bd order will be granted empowering 
the receiver to proceed with the road 
jonstructiop work.

drove down the road and found a 
score or so ot men at machine gun 
practice.

* GAME LAW SYNOPSIS * 


1. The title to all wild birds ana 


game is vested in the various conn- 
ties of the state. 


2. The following only are game 


birds: Swan, geese, brant, duck, rail, 
coots,'mud hens,

birds, plovers, surf birds, snipe, wood- 
cocks, sand pipers, tatlers, curlews, 
turkeys, grouse, pheasants, quail and 
turtle dove.

SPECIAL RULES FOR 


ICE DISTRIBUTORS 


The following special rules for dis- 


tributors of ice in the state ol Flor- 
ida have been given out by Braxton 
ivacham, federal food administrator: 


Rule 1. All manufacturers and dis- 


tributors of ice in the state of Flori- 
da will, under these rulings, be al- 
lowed to present to the federal food 
administration at Orlando, fqr adjudi- 
cation, any question 
pertaining to 


the operation and 
maintenance of 


thier business insofar as the federal 
food administration is privileged and 
empowered to act.

The state of Florida, with tlie ex- 


ception of a small strip west of the 
Apalachicola river, will be officially 
changed from the central time zone 
to the eastern time zone New Year's 
day, 1919, instead of Thanksgiving 
day this year, as originally stated.

in

letter received from 


Chairman C. C. McCord of the inter- 
state commerce commission, with 
whom the matter had been taken up 
with the suggestion that the change 
be made October 27, instead of wait- 
ing until a later date. The commis- 
sion was also asked tor information 
regarding the decision to change the 
time in Florida. The answer of Com- 
missioner McCord follows: 


"In reference to the proposed 


change from central to eastern 
zone, I referred your letter to 
Commissioner Atchison, who has 
made an investigantion in this 
matter. 
I quote from his mem- 


orandum as follows: 


'"He is quite correct in saying 


that Florida should progress in- 
to the eastern time zone auto- 
matically by failing to tjirri back 
the clocks next Saturday. How- 
ever, that arrangement was re- 
viewed with care by the railroad 
administration and myself at the 
special request of Senator D. U. 
Fletcher of Florida. Operating 
reasons have, however, put it out 
of the question to change the 
1'mits of the time zones and also 
to turn back the clocks as pro- 
Uclert by daylight saving act. at 
flic sarcip time.

Germany fights with other weapons than the cannon, the 


machine gun and the flame projector; it depends in addition on 
the whispered lie and the craven word. 
Its agents prepared 


,the\shame of Russia by underground work both at home among 
the people and in the trenches among the soldiers. 
The Rus- 


sians, really ignorant about what was going on and timid and 
suspicious, as the ignorant always are, were easily susceptible 
t& the malignant^uggestions of the enemy. 


The Italian defeat at Caporetto was owing as much to a 


carefully organized religious and political propaganda among 
the troops at the front as to the military skill of Gen. von 
Gelow. 
The subtle defeatist campaign that in 1917 Germany 


engineered in France came dangerouslyy near breaking the 
spirit of the republic. 


Hopeless now of beating the allies in the field, Germany 


will redouble its efforts to separate them and to discourage 
them. 
It has many clever agents who are expert at the quiet 


and plausible circulation of stories that tend to rouse the 
jealousy and suspicion of our people against their allies, or 
that present the war situation in a depressing or hopeless 
light. There are thousands of such agents in the United States; 
we must beware of them. 


If a man tells you that the British or the French are spar- 


ing their own troops and exposing the colonials or Americans 
to special danger,'he tells you a falsehood. 
He is either a con- 


spicious or a deluded instrument of the kaiser. 


If a man tells you that the government of the United 


States means to seize all the deposits in the savings banks to 
pay the expenses of the w«r, he tells you a lie, which has a 
very obvious purpose. 


If a man whispers of some great calamity that the gov- 


ernment is trying to conceal, he means by his falsehood to 
break your nerve and to destroy your confidence. 


If a man dwells on the hopelessness of a military decision 


and the folly of prolonging the war, he is, whether he means to 
be or not, helping Germany to pull out of the fire what chest- 
nuts are not yet scorched. 


If a man tells you any furtive, unsupported story that is 


clearly meant to discourage you or to horrify you or to make 
you uneasy about the loyalty of our allies or the honest pur- 
poses of our own government, shut your cars against him. 
He may be the innocent victim of a clever German agent, or 
he may be himself a willing tool of the kaiser. 
In either case 


his story comes straight from the central spy office in Berlin, 
and no American should be,for an instant deceived by it.

the average 62 days of school- 
ing for each child while the 
children in Maine, Massachu- 
setts, California and other 
states were given 114 days— 
in California 121 days. 


In 1916 the average teacher 


in California received $119 per 
month, in Arizona $99, in Ne- 
vada $J06, and those in Flor- 
ida received $56.25.'

SPECIAL RULES FOR 


ICE DISTRIBUTORS 


The following special rules for dis- 


tributors of ice in the state of Flor- 
ida have been given out by Braxton 


acham, federal food administrator: 
Rule 1. All manufacturers and dis- 


tributors of }ce in the state ot Flori- 
da will, under these rulings, be al- 
lowed to present to the federal food 
administration at Orlando, for adjudi- 
cation, any question 
pertaining to 


the operation and 
maintenance of 


thier business insofar as the federal 
food administration is privileged and 
empowered to act. 


Rule 2, No ice manufacturer or dis- 


tributor of ice in the state of Florida 
will be allowed to advance the price 
of ice without having first obtained 
the approval of the federal food ad- 
ministrator of Florida to the propos- 
ed advanced schedule of prices. 


Rule 3. Any ice manufacturer or 


distributor may present to the feder- 
al food administrator his application 
for permission to advance prices of 
ice, provided that such applicant 
agrees in writing to pay the expenses 
of a competent investigator, who 
shall visit the plant or plants of the 
applicant, and shall have access to 
all records of such plant or plants, 
and who shall, at the conclusion of 
his investigation of the records and 
the operation of the plant or plants, 
make such recommendations to the 
federal food administrator as from 
his investigations is proven just and 
necessary.
